Jackic Cragg of Grayling killed the buck with the largest 
rack over the two-day Orange Coat Roundup Buck Pole 
Contest, winning the Savage rifle and scope valued at $450. 

“Because Cragg was only 4, the nifle had to be signed over 
to her father,” said Skip Madsen. 

Cragg was able to accept two $50 U.S. Savings bonds for 
being the youngest hunter and for hanging the heaviest buck on 
Friday. 

Chris Millikin of Grayling was the first person to hang a buck 
onthe Buck Pole and received two $50 bonds, one for being the 
first to hang a buck and a second bond for being one of the first 
ten to hang a buck, 

Gary Boyd, owner of Caid’s Grocery in Lovells, said this 
year's opening of firearm deer hunting scason is the best he has 
seen in the three years he has owned the store. 

By Sunday afternoon, November 17, Caid’s had sotd 159 
second-decr licenses to hunters who had already killed a buck. 

Of the hunters coming into Caids, they counted 68 spikes, 
three 3-points, 18 4-points, 15 5-points, 18 6-points, 11 7- 
points, 20 8-points and one 9-point. 

Boyd said bow-hunting season was also as good or better 
than fast year with one 12-point buck taken,

Recycling Bins 
Offered Through 
Refuse Hauler 


Milltown Refuse will soon be offering recycling bins to its 
residential and commercial customers, The new colored bins 


are designed to help make separating recyclable waste easicr 


for customers and pick-up less confusing for sanitation work- 
ers. 

Initially, Milltown is going to offer blue bins for paper only, 
but intends to add red bins for plastic in the near future. Robert 
McLachlan, Jr., Milltown's recycling coordinator, said they 
also hope to expand the bins to include one for each different 
type of recyclable product. 

“For the present time, people are going to have to put their 
plastic and tin in bags or boxes and set them apart from their 
other garbage,” he said. 

The bins should be available in carly December and will cost 
customers a one-time deposit of $10 per bin, The deposit is 
refundable when the refuse service is discontinued. Customers 
can take as many bins as needed and can pick them up at the 
Milltown Refuse office on Industrial Drive. As bins wear out, 
Milltown will replace them at no additional cost,

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Engine Company #1 Firehouse Opens At Museum 


“We think the fire engine is a part of Camp Grayling’s 
history,” said Ruddy, “and consequently part of Crawford 
County’s history.” Ffe said he hopes someday it will be 
returned to Grayling. 

The 1937 fire engine already in the museum was purchased 
by the Grayling volunteer fire dept. on January 13, 1937, 
Ruddy said Fire Chief Cody and several firemen drove to 
Chicago to pick it up and then drove the open truck back to 
Grayling. 

“Te must have been one breezy ride,” said Ruddy. 


The fire engine served Crawford County residents until 
1962, After its retirement, it was purchased by Larry Mc- 
Namara. He later donated itt the Grayling firefighters. [twas 
stored in various garages until recently when it was taken to 
MATES, where the men there stripped and re-painted it. 

In its day, the fire engine performed satisfactorily, but 
towards the end of its service, Mayor Robert Golnick, who 
served on the volunteer fire department from 1961 until 1984, 
remembers it as anything but dependable. 

Golnick said it was not uncommon to see firemen pushing 
the old fire truck down the street trying to get it started. 

“One time, the firemen pushed it to a gas station and asked 
for 4 set of jumper cables,” he recalled. “The station didn’t 
fave any, but a customer in the parking fot did and they 
borrowed his.”

While all this was going on, Golnick said the second fire en- 
gine was on its way to the fire. 

“We were lucky we had two trucks,” he said. 

Golnick said the open truck didn’thave a heater. During the 
winter, many of the department’s false alarms came at two and 
three o’clock in the morning when temperatures were below 
zero. 

“We'd be driving all over the city looking for a fire,” he 
laughed. 

Golnick remembered that, at about this same time, the city’s 
sewer Sludge truck was doubling as the department's water 
truck. 

When an alarm was received, the fire engine equipped with 
a 750 gallon water tank was sent to the fire while a few firemen 
went after the sludge hauler, filled it with water at the hydrant, 
and then left for the fire. This truck did not have baffles to 
stabilize the water in the tank, which Golnick said mace for an 
interesting ride. 

In addition to presenting information about Crawford 
County’s fire fighting history and the volunteer firemen who 
served over the years, area firemen, dressed in their red 
suspenders, hope to use the facility to instruct fire safety to the 
more than 1000 children who visit the museum every year. 

“There are very few children who are not fascinated by a fire 
engine,” said Ruddy, “and that was another factor in the 
decision to build the firehouse.”

I applaud the state purchase of the old Rayburn prop- 
erty. It is the biggest chunk of property in Crawford 
County along the mainstream AuSable with about 1,132 
acres on both sides of the river, including 9,000 feet of 
AuSable River frontage. 

Yes, I know how this further limits the tax base in our 
county and how this affects our schools, local govern- 
ments, and most of the residents here, | understand as a 
manager of a local business and a member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Board the tax burden we are carrying 
here. 

As a long-time native here, I still feel placing the 
former Rayburn property into public ownership is the 
best thing for this county. 

The state will continue to pay taxes on the property at 
the same rate as individual property owners. We will lose 
tax revenues on the buildings at the property. The state 
will not pay taxes on these and, in fact, will probably 
remove all the buildings. 

On the financial plus side, this large tract will be 
designated for general recreational use and will add to 
Crawford County’s tourism appeal. Tourism is the 
state's 2nd leading industry and has put a lot of dollars 
into Crawford County's economy. 

But does everything have to be judged by the dollar 
impact? 

Setting aside a large tract of land for future generations 
is a prudent choice. A lot of people who care about this 
community are elated about the former Raybum prop- 
erty being bought by the state. There are all kinds of 
developed areas around the state but how many places are 
there as wild and beautiful as this stretch of the AuSable 
mainstream?

Saving Planet Earth

There are over 140 million cars in the United States and cach 
is probably driven 10,000 miles on a yearly basis. They have 
a lot to do with the pollutants in our air. Autos and light trucks 
are responsible for 20% of the carbon dioxide in the air. They 
also cause acid rain by emitting 34% of the nitrogen oxide 
found in the atmosphere. Twenty seven percent of the hydro- 
carbons that kill trees and damage lungs with ozone smog, 
come from autos. There are things we can do to ensure that our 
vehicles are less damaging. 


First, keeping your car tuned up is the best way to make it 
more fuel efficient. It will use 9% less gasoline and that means 
fewer toxic emissions. By paying attention to your gas mileage 
you can tell if there is a problem and when to get it taken care 
of. Next, make sure all filters on the automobile are clean. A 
dirty, clogged filter uses extra gas. Contrary to what most 
people think, letting your car idle longer than one minute uses 
more gas than if you would start the car over again. If you are 
carrying extra weight in your car you could be cutting on your 
fuel economy. An extra weight of 100 pounds can decrease 
economy by more than!%. * 

When buying a new car check fuel economy figures and 
compare specifications. Think fuel efficient. A car that gets 
26.5 mpg. (which was standard for 1989 autos), will emit 20 
tons less of carbon dioxide in the lifetime of the car than the 
average car of today.

Don't forget the tires. Every two weeks we wear enough 
rubber off of our tires to make 3 1/4 mittion from scratch. 
Properly maintained tires conserve the energy and resources 
that would make new ones and save on gasoline. Radial tires 
improve gas mileage but steel belted tires are the most effi- 
cient, If all cars had efficient tires on them the saving would 
be about 400,000 barrels of oil per day. Make sure your tires 
are inflated and balanced property, and get them rotated every 
6-8,000 miles. This preserves the life of the tire and saves gas. 
Underinflated tires can waste up to 5% of acar's fuel. 

Tires are bulky, do not decompose and provide & good 
breeding ground for mosquitos. Some landfills won't aocept 
them because of the space they take up. Recycling of tires is 
still in the early stages. Once recycled they can be used for new 
tires, wire and pipe insulation, adhesives, carpet padding, 
hoses, and sporting goods. Tires today contain about 10% 
recycled rubber which could be increased to 30%, 

In addition to proper maintenance, we can also try to drive 
our cars less or use alternative means of transportation, Walk, 
bicycle, or use a bus whenever possible. Plan trips to avoid 
excess gas, Automobiles are multiplying faster than people. 
Our society is built around having and driving acar. We own 
most of the world’s vehicles, so proper care of them and taking 
cutbacks in driving is well worth the effort to help clean up the 
earth.

The 22 gallon bins will be constructed of durable plastic, part 
of which is recycled goods, They wilt have lids that will enable 
customers to slack them. 

Residential customers will take their filled bins to the curb 
side on the last “pick up day” of each month and Milltown 
Refuse will pick up the full bins and will teave in their place the 
same number of empty ones. 

Milltown customers are not going to be required to use the 
color bins at this time, but McLachtan said, in time, as more and 
more people begin recycting, they will probably be mandatory. 

“When people set their recyclable trash too close to their 
regular garbage or put it out on the wrong day and itis thrown 
out,” he explained, “they call us and ask = why.” He said the 
bins are intended to clarify what trash is to be recycled and what 
trash is to be buried. As more people recycle the confusion is 
only going to increase untess a color system is used. 

Recycling is not profitable at this time. McLachlan said 
landfills will take recyclable waste and not charge the hauler 
tipping fees for bringing it, but they are not going to pay for it. 

“This just about pays for the fucl and manpower needed to 
pick the recycle waste up,” he said. 

“Recycling is not going to save people moncy,” he said, “but 
itis going to lessen the amount of solid waste that is buried and 
insure a cleaner environment.”

Dawncombined several other 
types of materials with the 
challenge fabric, Hoffman 
Jungle Madness 6235 Teal. 
These included lamé, cotton, 
ultra-swede, woo! and even 
leather. She also used several 
piecing techniques including 
quilt piecing and weaving, 
muchas abasketweaver would 
the reeds of a basket. She 
chose to do her quilting in a 
silky rayon thread to accent 
the quilt stitches. 

Hoffman Jungle Madness 
fabric has a zebra in the pat- 
tern which Dawncovered with 
thin strips of fabric making it 
look like it was inside a cage. 
She even made her own but- 
tons using fimo, atypeofclay. 
Dawn said she mixed several 
colors of clay to come up with 
agrecn that matched the green 
in her jacket and then formed 
them in the shape of leaves, 
They hang loose on the jacket 
and it closes with fabric looped 
fasteners. It is lined with Ital- 
ian cotton that has a silky fin- 
ish. 

The jacket was all machine 
pieced and machine quilted. 

Dawn began making her 
jacket in a class entitled 
“Sally's Jacket” at the Ice 
House in the spring, 1990, and 
completed the piecing work. 
Because she did not know how 
to machine quilt, she waited 
until the Ice House offered a 
machine quilting class and 
then she finished the jacket in 
time for the Hoffman Chal- 
lenge deadline in September. 

Dawn said she enjoys sew- 
ing, but does not consider 
herself a seamstress. 

“T got interested in Wear- 
able Art last winter when 
Winnie Riddle had a class at 
the [ce House,” she said. “The 
jacket was a take-off of that 
class.” 

Clothing design is a special 
interest of Dawn’s and she 
said she is learning how to 
take a pattern and change it to 
look the way she wants it to 
look, either by changing the 
fabric or the construction. 

“I'm still finding out how 
much design I am capable of 
doing,” she said.

Mr, Fuhlbrigge, a resident of Grayling Township, appeased before the 
Board regarding a road name, The Board explained to him that the utility 
companies and the Road Commission frequently refer to the road name 
differently, but with the coming of the Emergency 911 system, road names 
should be uniformed. Engineer-Manager Kelr will speak with Bruce Jones of 
the Building and Zoning Deparument of the County Building and the utility 
company in question. | . 

Steve Hopkins, representative of Wolverine Oil & Gas appeared before the 
Board regarding an oi lease. The Board informed him that they are not 
interested at thif dime. 

The Board reviewed several letters from David Sabin, Attomey for the 
Road Commission, regarding several different matters.

Chamber Update 


The Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce will be 
hosting a “Lunch and Issues” program for its entire member- 
ship on November 29. The guest speaker for the program is 
Paul E. Vogel, Field Division General Manager/Postmaster for 
the Grand Rapids Division of the U.S. Postal Service. The 
topic for the chamber program is “How recent and proposed 
postal service changes will impact you.” 

A recent letter from the U.S. Postai Service Assistant Post- 
master General, Deborah K. Bowker, stated that the postal 
service was very interested in speaking to area Chambers of 
Commerce to encourage partnerships to bring a national per- 
spective to some postal issues which may affect businesses. 
Some of the issues addressed in the letter were the announce- 
ment of the fourth consecutive quarter of substantial postal 
productivity increase. The postal service attributes much of 
this increase to the use of automated mail processing equip- 
ment — “Postal dollars are being better managed.” It was 
stated in Bowker’s letter that “currently, more than half of all 
letter mail is processed on automated equipment, and by the 
end of 1995 virtually all mail will be processed using such 
state-of-the-art technology.” 

The proposed rate increase was also addressed, indicating 
that the across-the-board rate request was six percent higher 
than general inflation for the cumulative three-year interval 
since the last increase. The Post Office’s commitment is to pay 
back the excess six percent by 1995, while continuing to 
provide American mailers with the quality communications 
and services they need. 

Noted was the fact that for the first time in history a contract 
has been established with a national accounting firm for the 
independent measurement of postal service. The results of 
their surveys will be shared with the American people later this 


year. 

Vogel will be addressing these issues as our resident expert 
in Michigan. Paul was appointed as Field Division General 
Manager/Postmaster for the Grand Rapids Division of the U.S. 
Postal Service in June, 1990. He is responsible for postal 
operations for virtually the entire state of Michigan except for 
Metropolitan Detroit and the western half of the upper penin- 
sula. This territory covers more than 39,000 square miles, 
serving a population of over 4.9 million, and includes more 
than 900,000 city and over 735,000 rural deliveries. During 
fiscal. year 1989, annual mail volume for the Grand Rapids 
Division was more than 2.4 billion pieces and revenue ex- 
ceeded $437 million.
